The preva- 


lent dictum is that the more important 
oE the two la that designed to pave tbe 
way for personal registration, m cities 
Possibly, but the arguments advanced 
do not prove the case. Personal regis- 
tration m cities is expected to make re- 
peating and ballot stufling moie difficult 
The other amendment, designed to ad- 
mit of the use of the voting machine, 
cannot limdei repeating, but it will 
operate to discourage ballot-box stufhug. 
Both should pass together, 


It is tbe common practice of tb« de 


bauehers of the ballot to hold back re- 
tutns from precincts where they have 
complete control until the result in other 
districts has been teamed The coriupt 
olliceis then insert enough ballots to 
oveicome adverse returns from 
other 


districts. With the voting macbme m 
use theie can be no pretense upon, which 
to hold hack The moment the last vote 
is registered the machine is ready to gi\e 
the totals 
Of course it is possible to re- 


peat upon the machine, aa it is upon the 
ballot box, where the election board is 
willing, and, of course, it is possible to 
have false registration where personal 
registration is m vogue. One need go 
no farther than the recoids for New 
York city to obtain proof to that effect. 


Tbe cost of the voting machine has 


been urged as a vital objection to its use. 
It is only necessary to reflect upon the 
cost to the taxpayers of the election o£ a 
dishonest official to appreciate the fallacy 
of that aigument 
As a matter of fact, 


no amendments to the Constitution and 
no laws can make election frauds impos- 
sible, but each ot the proposed amend- 
ments will lender frauds more difficult,
